Thomas Maul, explained the sewer 
bond proposal, which is to be presented 
to the electors of the City of Placer- 
ville on Tuesday, June Ist, and at the 
close of the meeting, the 20-30 Club, 
by a resolution, unanimously approved 
the project and urged the support of 
the entire community for the: proposed 
bond issue. 

The president of the 20-30 Club was 
also directed by the resolution to ap- 
point a committee to work with com- 
mittees from other organizations in an 
endeavor to carry the election in fa- 
vor of the proposed bonds. 

By its action the 20-30 Club is the 
first organization to take definite steps 
in this regard and the city officials 
feel that the club is entitled to com- 
mendation for its progressive attitude 
in taking the lead in this campaign. 

Mr. Maul explained to the club the 
necessity for the proposed improve- 
ment and the great danger to health, 
resulting from the present open sewer. 
He explained that the bonds, if voted, 
cannot legally bear interest at a rate 
greater than 4 per cent per annum and 
that in all probability the figure will 
be nearer 3 per cent than 4 per cent. 

During his discussion, he reiterated 
the fact that this is probably the last 
opportunity the city will have of ob- 
taining outside financial help in the 
construction of this project, and that 
should the city refuse to vote this bond 
issue, it is almost certain that the op- 
portunity for outside help will be gone 
and that when the city is finally re- 
quired to make the improvement it will 
cost the taxpayers $80,000 instead of 
the proposed $50,000.
